The Telfair reports tnat there le little doubt 
tbat the Wright was wrecked upoa the ‘Ses 
Otter Group,” which consists of low, sunken 
rocks, about six miles outside of Queen Char. 
totte Suund, Confirmatory of which suppos- 
ition, are the facts that portions of the wreck 
were found in Wright’s Sound, 200 wiles 
ourth, and ia Seatorth Cbanvel, some ninety 
miles north of the wreck. The pilot bouse, 
balf of a mast, and portions of the main deck, 
together with a onmber of deer skine and 
fragments of treight were also visible at Cape 
Caution, aud in this locality it would have 
been utterly impossibie to effect any landing, 
or indeed on any part of the open coast along 
which vestiges of the misfortune are to be 
seen The Gussie Telfair.cal‘ed in at every 
port laid down on the chart between the two 
extreme poiots of the trip, but after a most 
energetic and praiseworthy search, could 
giean no informatiun other than that already 
reported. 

Lieutrnant Rogers, who was said.to bave 
been on bowrd at the time of the wreck, was 
happily not there, Lieutenant Dodge being} 
the officer who bas met with, in add.tiou to 
other passengers, this sad fate. 

The Teltair bas on board the sign board of 
the Geo S. Wright, procured from the Pete- 
rel, which with other portions of the wreck 
she will carry to Portland, as remiziscences 
of this mournful event. She will leave at 
daylight this morning, and amongst ber pas- 
sengers will be A. Levi of Sitha, a Russian 
priest, four U. S soldiers, and others whose 
names have not been ascertained.

The best engineers 
of the country have every coafidegce ie the 
enterprise, The knowledge of experta is 
more lixely to be accurate than that acquired 
by political writers. Jt is fair; therefore, te 
conclade that the country generally willirally 
round the Federal Government, and seq this 
andertakjng put through on the most advant- 
agoous terms possible.
